But'‘the singular want of judgment in- 
variably displayed by her revolutionary 
leadérs in selecting the time of conflict, has 
more than all contributed to render her strug- 
gles abortive. *Instead of choosing those pe- 
riods for revolution during which Russia was 
involved in foreign war; and whew her undi- 
vided strength could not be directed against 
(hem, thé Polish separatists’ have’ ever suf 
fered those auspicious seasons to pass away, 
and hawe postponed ‘the encounter till the 
oppressor was at peace” with all the world, 
and.able toemploy. his entire military force in 
ctushing them. Had the heroic attempt of 
Koscivsxo been made when the real design of 
the spoliators first became apparent, the dis- 
memberment. of Poland might have been 
averted. Had the insurrection of 1830 taken 
place two years. earlier, when the Muscovite 
was warring with the Turk, the chances are 
that the result would have been entirely dif- 
ferent. Or had the time of the Crimean con- 
flict, when Nicnotas was batiling against the 
Western Powers, been selected for the pend- 
ing struggle, might not the issue have been 
then as successful as it now promises to be 
disastrous ? 

Bat Poland’s uniform ill-success must nob. 
be attributed solely to the rashness, rivalry 
and incapacity ef the leaders. The geograph- 
ical situation of the Kingdom—it. being. re- 
mote from the sea, environed on all sides by. 
enemies, and beyond the reach~ of external 
aid-—has also contributed to her misfortunes. 

The nations interested in perpetuating the 
dismemberment of Poland are too many and 
too powerful for Western intervention v% ef 
armis to be thought of. Englandjis feeble as 
a military State, and were the ‘Third' Na- 
POLEON 80 Quixotic as to enter the lists single- 
handed, as the chanipion of Polish indepen- 
dence, he. would be guilty of an act of temer- 
ity from which even the daring genius of his 
uncle shrank. So far, indeed, are the Allies 
from intending to risk war for the sake of 
Poland, that they do not venture to ask for 
hér liberation. In their notes to tie Court of 
St. Petersburgh, France merely begs that the 
grievances of the Polish people may be re- 
dressed, afid England that the stipulations of 
the treaty of Vienna in their favor may be 
carried out. Lest thése pacific intercessions 
should’ prove fruitless, something additional 
is being done to render them efficacious. 
Earl. Rvsse.t is now endeavoring to obtain’ 
the assent of the Powers which were par- 
ties to the treaty in question, to the convoca- 
tion of another European Congress, and, if 
he succeed, to'thé consideration of this coun- 
cil willbe submitted the case of Poland. But 
nl8 Lordship’s success is by nO means cer- 
tdin. Russia was a party to the Treaty of 
Vienna, and should the Ozar object to this in- 
termeddling between himself and his Polish 
subjects, a Congress will hardly be convokeil.
